Jerry Logue, 63, well- 
known Sierra Madre volun¬ 
teer, died suddenly at 1:30 am 
Saturday, July 22, at his 
home. Memorial services 
were held Wednesday at 3 
p.m. at Santa Anita Church in 
Arcadia. 

Mr. Logue was born May 
20, 1932, in Ventura, and 
graduated from Alhambra 
High School. He also gradu¬ 
ated bout Pasadena CltyCol- 
Icge. 

During the Korea Conflict 
Mr. Logue served in Alaska 
in the Army. 

He and his wife, Kathleen 
Ann, were married Feb. 18, 

1983, and moved to Sierra 
Madre in September, 1990. 

Mr. Logue had taken over 
his father’s business. Logue 
Electric, and continued to be 
a self-employed appliance 
service technician until his 
death. 

Mr. Logue volunteered for 
the Fourth of July Commit¬ 
tee, Sierra Madre Rose Float 
Association, the Wisteria 
Fete, and was a Civic Club 
spouse. He also cleaned graf¬ 
fiti off bus enclowres in Si¬ 
erra Madre and cleared away 
marks left by indelible pens, 
another form of grafTiti. 

“His life started in Sierra 
Madre,” his wife, Kathy, 
commented to The News.

Fbrrest Bourque Brown, son of Roger and Caroline Brown, 
will be attending Lac du Bois, a french language village near 
Bemiji, Minnesota, at the end of this month. This will be 
Forrest’s fourth year at the language villages, sponsored by 
Concordia College, Moorhead, Minn. Attending Spanish vil¬ 
lages previous to this summer, Forrest changed to French, be¬ 
cause, as he states “...I want to be able to talk to my French- 
speaking cousins in Canada”. Other languages taught at dif¬ 
ferent villages are: Chinese, Japanese. Russian, German. Nor¬ 
wegian. Swedish, Finnish and Danish. 

Each village is located on a small lake and takes the name 
“Lake of the Woods” in the language spoken at that village. 
Villagers take a village name. Forrest was known as Poncho 
for three years at El Lago del bosque, but now will have to 
select a French name for this summer. 

The villages simulate a visit to countries where these lan¬ 
guages are spoken.

When you teach school as long as 1 did, names take on 
special meaning to you. Just hearing a particular name^n 
trigger a stream of memories, some good - some not so good. 
John is one of those. It is definitely a name that belongs in my 
happy memories file. 

One little John that I especially remember is a great ex¬ 
ample of how easily children can both amaze and be amazed. 

I had taken my elementary school class of mentally-gifted stu¬ 
dents to the Amtrak station as part of a field trip. At the time 
John was six years old and just starting in the second grade 
group. He was especially small, especially bright and always 
amazing. 

My friend had accompanied us as an adult chaperone. John 
clung to her hand as the guide explained the operation of the 
big engines.

My 
friend was rendered temporarily speechless so little 

John looked at me, shrugged his shoulders and said sim¬ 
ply, “Huh, I guess she can’t imagine it.” 

John is also proof that love is real. He was a thoughtful little 
child. Later in the year, as my birthday approached, his Mom 
warned me ahead of time that he had used his own allowance 
money to buy me a ‘Topaz” birthstone ring. On the big day, 
he gave it to me with all his love and stood beaming as 1 ooo- 
ed and aaah-ed. One of the other, less thoughtful, boys said. 
“Aahh, it’s only a fake.” Poor little John stood crest-fallen.

managing its exuberance 
with regular thinning out. 

Helichrysum petiolatum 
Limelight’ almost glows 
with its lime colored leaves. 
Another hardy, low growing 
landscaping plant that serves 
to lighten a dull corner or 
contrast with the brilliant col¬ 
ors of Cosmos or other sum¬ 
mer flowers. It is a blender 
and weaver kind of plant with 
stems that spread to four feet 
and work into and around 
other plants. Don’t be afraid 
to “whack” it back from time 
to time or it will smoother its 
neighbors. While it is sug¬ 
gested to plant it in full sun, 
we have ours growing around 
azaleas. It is one of those re¬ 
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Well, we aren’t getting 
very far on our Arboretum 
Walk as we are still busy ad¬ 
miring the lovely planting 
along the pathway toward 
Ayres Hall. There are so 
many unusual plants! And 
they are labeled so we can try 
to find them in the nursery. 

The first to catch our eye 
is the Atriplex hortensis 
cupreata, a variety of salt¬ 
bush. This handsome plant is 
distinguished by its rich red 
stems contrasting with its 
cool grey-green leaves. It’s 
comforting to discover that 
the saltbush is useful in the 
California landscape in addi¬ 
tion to being handsome. Both 
drought tolerant and fire re¬ 
sistant it also controls erosion 
on steep hillsides. 

Also tolerating drought is 
Gaura, a native of the South-

The Cosmos sonata is a 
dwarf hybrid that may grow 
to only three feet. We have 
always loved Cosmos, but 
found it to be too overpower¬ 
ing for our small garden. 
This strain ranges from white 
to dark magenta and is suit¬ 
able in our mixed border. 

“Alice Blue Gown” blue 
best describes that color of 
Salvia ulignosa. Doesn’t that 
name suggest “ugly”? Yet 
the flower is anything but 
ugly. Placing this pretty blos¬ 
som in front of a dark wall 
shows it off beautifully. 
There are still more flowers, 
but we are through with our 
walk for today.

Update on Folsom Dam 
Spillway Gate Situation

The damaged spillway 
gate remains open in the 
same position and it appears 
the gate will remain in place. 
As water level drops, pres¬ 
sure against the gate is re¬ 
duced. Releases at 6 a.m. to¬ 
day were about 34,(K)0 cfs 
through the spillway gate 
opening. The rate of release is 
dropping gradually as the 
lake level is drawn down. 

Folsom Lake has dropped 
about 7 feet, going from el¬ 
evation 463 on July 16th to 
elevation 456 at noon on July 
18th. The reservoir is at 89 
percent of capacity, but ap¬ 
proximately 74,400 acre-feet 
has been released due to the 
spillway gate opening. As¬ 
suming the lake level falls to 
elevation 418, which is below 
the base of the gate opening, 
the lake will still be 5 feet 
higher than the highest point 
reached in 1994 during the 
drought when the elevation 
was 413. 

Reclamation staff in Sac¬ 
ramento and Denver are 
evaluating a number of pro¬ 
posed solutions, including 
closing the gap with tempo¬ 
rary plugs such as stop logs. 
The technical feasibility of 
taking action earlier than the 
5 to 7 day estlmate^is being 
analyzed. The Public Infor¬ 
mation Office has received 
numerous suggestions on 
how to cope with the jammed 
gate, ranging from dropping 
a steel plate by helicopter in 
front of the opening, to using 
railroad flatcars to close the 
opening.

New Disabled Parking Placard yc Board of Regents 


Makes Enforcement Easier 


California’s new disabled 
person parking placard, de¬ 
signed to hang from the rear 
view mirror, makes it easier 
to spot vehicles legally en¬ 
titled to park in reserved 
spaces. 

Now an officer can tell at 
a glance if a vehicle has a 
placard. With the old plac¬ 
ards. which lay on the dash¬ 
board, officers would have to 
walk to the front of the ve 
hide to check. That slowed 
enforcement efforts and cita¬ 
tion of vehicles illegally 
parked in reserved spaces. 

The California Depart¬ 
ment of Motor Vehicles 
(DMV) began issuing the 
placards in January 1995 On 
June 30, 1995, all old plac¬ 
ards expired and only the new 
blue permanent placards, red 
temporary placards and dis¬ 
abled person/disabled vet¬ 
eran license plates allow 
parking in restricted areas. 

“It’s a major step forward 
in the effort to reserve dis¬ 
abled parking spaces tor 
those with placards." says 


DMV Director Frank Zolin. 
He cautioned that there will 
be a learning curve because 
those with the placards will 
have to remember to hang 
them up each time they park 

About one million Cali¬ 
fornians have a disabled 
parking placard. 

The placard change brings 
California into conformity 
with federal standards. That 
makes it more recognizable 
when Californians transport 
their placards to other states. 
States generally grant reci¬ 
procity. 

DMV issues placards to 
those certified by a doctor. 
Amputees do not need a 
doctor's signature. The Cali¬ 
fornia vehicle cixle defines a 
disabled person as one who 
has impaired mobility or vi¬ 
sion. a significant lung dis¬ 
ease. a cardiovascular dis¬ 
ease. or lost use ol a leg or 
both hands. Those tempo¬ 
rarily disabled are eligible lor 
a short term placard, usually 
for 30 days. 

Most doctors stock the 


forms and DMV field otiices 
take phone requests. Con¬ 
sumers can either mail the 
completed form to DMV or 
visit their local field office tor 
same day service. DMV 
charges $6 for the placard. 
Those who come in with 
completed paper work re¬ 
ceive a placard on the spot. 
To reduce waiting time DMV 
recommends calling the local 
office to make an appoint¬ 
ment.

The Agency started small. 

They didn’t do much for the 
first years because they didn’t 
have much money.

Have you noticed all the 
construction in Arcadia? 
Much of it is under the aegis 
of the Redevelopment 
Agency. I asked Peter 
Kinnahan, Economic Devel¬ 
opment Administrator, to 
give me a history. I’ 11 devote 
two columns to pass his in¬ 
formation on to you. 

Under state law, all cities 
in California can create rede¬ 
velopment agencies but they 
have to be brought into being 
by an ordinance passed by 
the city council. Arcadia’s 
council created the Redevel¬ 
opment Agency in 1%8 but 
they didn’t create the rede¬ 
velopment project area until 

1972. 

In 1972 tfiAy created a sur¬ 
vey area whiclrhad-^oeh 
larger boundaries than the 
current proiect. The final Re¬ 
development Plan with 
smaller boundaries was 
adopted in December of 

1973. This Redevelopment 
Plan serves the Agency much 
like the General Plan serves 
the City. 

It covers 256 acres. The 
important thing to know is 
that when the project plan 
was adopted it meant that the 
property taxes paid in that 
area were basically frozen. 
All the property taxes paid 
below that 1973 frozen line 
continue to go to the County, 
the City, the Mosquito 
Abatement District, the 
Community College District, 
the schools, etc. All the 
money that comes in above 
the line goes to the Redevel¬ 
opment Agency. 

“So, when people ask 
where the money comes 
from for the redevelopment 
project area,” says Kinnahan, 
“that’s it. It’s property taxes, 
the increment or increase 
above the frozen line, paid in 
that area.”

Summer is an excellent time of year for people to begin an 
exercise program, including individuals with arthritis. 

An article in the May-June issue of Arthritis Today, says 
that exercise is vital for people with arthritis, and a planned 
cross-training program can maximize the benefits exercise 
brings. This type of program can help overcome some of the 
symptoms of arthritis and improve overall well-being. 

“We’re not talking about training for a triathalon. For 
people with arthritis, cross-training means adding variety to 
an exercise routine to achieve a balanced ^proach to fitness 
and, hopefully, have fewer problems from arthritis,” said 
Robin K. Dore, M.D., chair of the Medical and Scientific 
Committee of the Arthritis Foundation, Southern California 
Chapter. 

The elements of a cross-training program include stretch¬ 
ing or range-of-motion exercises, aerobic exercises and 
strength training. Range-of-motion exercises keep muscles 
and joints flexible by moving particular joints as far as they 
can move. Benefits of range-of-motion exercise include 
greater flexibility, reduced stiffness and improved overall joint 
function. 

Aerobic exercise challenges the heart and lungs by mov¬ 
ing large groups of muscles hundreds of times against little 
or no resistance. Sustaining an elevated heart rate by walk¬ 
ing, running or bicycling can improve cardiovascular fitness, 
enhance better sleep and control weight. 

Strength training works the muscles against some type of 
resistance, such as using free weights, weight machines, or 
even pushing against the resistance of water. Strength train¬ 
ing can strengthen the muscles, tendons and ligaments around 
a joint, which will help to reduce stress and pain in that area. 

“People should see a doctor first to determine what level 
of exercise is best for their condition. The type and location 
of a person’s arthritis will determine the parameters of their 
exercise program,” Dr. Dore said. “In addition, no single pro¬ 
gram fits everyone. Some may need more stretching, while 
others may need more strengthening. If movement is very lim¬ 
ited, cross-training in the water may be the best solution.” 

One way for people with arthritis to take part in a cross- 
training program is to take advantage of the Arthritis 
Foundation’s water and land-based exercise programs. These 
programs assist people with arthritis to better control and re¬ 
lieve the pain of their arthritis. 

The Arthritis Foundation offers “Twinges in the Hinges,” 
which is a warm-water exercise program designed to ease 
pain, tone muscles and improve joint mobility.
